A number one bean which 
has 540 pods to

pound is 
the

cy and sells to the high class trade, 
but is unprofitable for the farmer to 
produce. 
A number two 
bean con­ 
tains 315 pods to the pound is also a 
loser, being too small to make a large 
profit for the grower. 
The number 
three bean contains 160 pods to 
the 
pound, and 
is th* 
most 
profitable. 
This bean is used by all classes 
of 
people, being plump Ix’fore the seed 
have started to harden. 
When beans 
ar« 
picked at this time, the 
plants 
keep on blooming in order to grow to 
propagate 
themselves. 
The 
beans 
that grade four or five 
are 
larger, 
coarser beans and have seed 
which 
make a poor quality pack, and sell to 
the cheaper trade. 
If these beans art 
allowed to grow oi the vine, blooms 
•ease forming and the production is 
ut low. 
Beans should not be picked 
when fhere is dew 
r moisture on tht 
vines. 
If picked under these 
condi­ 
tions, rust will develop on the beans 
left in the field. 
Soon after they art 
picked, they should be 
delivered 
to 
the canning plant. 
If this is impos­ 
sible, and they must be kept on 
the 
'arm, they should lie spread out in a 
thin layer, so that they will not heat. 
Beans can be picked in baskets, box­ 
es or buckets, then placed in a cotton 
ack to be taken t 
market. 
Never 
use a grass sack, because the lint and 
trings will hold to the bean, 
thus 
making an undesirable pack. 
Always 
turn your sack so the seams will t>e on 
he outside.

The last point may he 


sacrificed under some rendition* If hy 
so doing the factors which are essen­ 
tial to the comfort and health of the 
flock can be more fully secured. 
Sanitation cannot he too strongly 


stressed, the authors of the circular 
point out. 
In this connection It 1* de­ 


sirab le to arrange the poultry house 
in such a way that the surrounding 
land m ay he cultivated and cropped. 
A double yarding -ystem can then he 
provided, without excessive expense, 
*o that half the range may he in crops 
every year. 
This practice will cut 
down losses from parasites and dis­ 
ease*. 
Taking up the question of the size 


of the house 
the circular points out 


that crow ding hen- too closely, e s p e ­ 
cially 
during 
the 
winter 
months, 
when they must he kept Indoors a 
large part of the time 
s e l d o m pa y s. 


A safe rule to follow in building a 
poultry house i- to allow four square 
feet of floor -pace to each hen, a l­ 
though when ‘j*-o hens or more run to­ 
gether In one d o c k , le-s floor space 
can he allowed for each hen. 


O ne o f the problems that must he 


I 
fuced constantly in the management 
of poultry i- that of keeping the house 
dry. 
Hens have no sweat glands and 
since little moisture i- excreted In the 
droppings the only way the hen ran 
get rid of »my considerable amount of 
m oisture is through the lungs, \ great 
deal of moisture is thus given off into 
the air of the poultry house 
The re­ 
sult Ik a tendency for the litter to he- 
sonie damp quickly. 
If I- essential, 
therefore, that the floor of the house 
he built In such a way that no addl 
tlonul floor moisture* can accumulate 
through absorption from the ground 
below.
